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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a white biaxially oriented polyester 
film comprising a thermoplastic polyester base layer and pigment/filler consisting essentially of 
titanium oxide, said film having the recited R value and e max ratio, and wherein the film is coated 
on at least one surface with a crosslinked continuous coating in which the resin component of the 
coating consists essentially of an acrylate copolymer consisting essentially of units derived from 
acrylic monomer, methacrylic monomers, and self-crosslinking comonomers, wherein the 
coating has the recited sliding or dynamic coefficient of friction, and wherein: (1) the coating 
does not contain antiblocking particles (claims 1,21); and/or (2) the coating has the recited 
surface roughness (claim 22). Specifically, the CULBERTSON ET AL references fail to 
disclose continuous acrylic coating layers; the HEBERGER references and EUROPEAN 
PATENT APPLICATION 0 605 130 fail to disclose coating compositions whose resin 
component consists essentially of the recited self-crosslinking comonomers in combination with 
acrylic and methacrylic monomers; EP '004 fails to disclose the recited acrylic coating 
compositions.
